There  \ver6  33  live  hirhts  in  "1:9^1  giving  a 
hirth  rate  of  14.11.  This  is  an  increase  on  the  figui-’e  for  1940 
Vihich  i/vas  12.7. 


There  v^ere  44  deaths  from  all  causes  giving 
a  crude  death  rate  of  18.81.  This  figure  is  much  higher  than 
that  for  1940  Vi/hich  v.'as  12.30  hut  as  30  deaths  occurred  over  the 
age  of  65  and  4  \i<'ere  premature  infants  this  appaTent  rise  is  not 
as  significant  as  it  first  appears  to  he. 

■  'Apart  from  these  4  premature  infants  there 
^ere  no  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  and  there  \5as  only  one  still 
hirth. 

There  ^.'ere  no  maternal  deaths  and  no  deaths 
from  infectious  disease.  There  were  15  cases  of  whooping 

cough  and  5  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year. 

Tuhercolosis  has  not  shewn  any  marked  increase 
in  1941.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  22  cases  on  the 
register,  one  more  than  last  year,  and  2  cases  died. 


DIPHTKSI^IA  IMliOJNISATIQK  SCHEME. 


A  special  campaign  was  planned  at  the  end 
of  1940  to  secure  the  immunisation  of  the  largest  possible  number 
of  children  over  the  age  of  one  year. 

Both  schools,  the  Central  and  Primary,  were 
used  as  treatment  centres  and  the  response  was  very  good,  specially 
amongst  the  school  population.  The  results  were  as  follows.-

In  order  to  keep  up  and  possibly  improve 
upon  this  high  rate  of  immunes.  Birthday  letters  were  distributed 
to  the  mothers  of  ba.bies  on  their  first  birthda.y,  pointing  out  the 
benefits  of  early  immunisattion  and  giving  explicit  directions  how 
it  could  be  effected. 


In  addition  to  the  treatment  of  groups  of 
children  at  the  schools,  a  certain  number  have  been  treated  by 
their  ov^n  doctors  under  the  Council’s  Scheme. 

I  should  like  to  acknowledge  here  the  valuable 
help  I  have  received  ff'om  Practitioners,  nurses  and  teachers, 
without  whose  co-operation  the  Scheme  could  not  have  been  such  a 
success. 

I  hope  that  efforts  will  continue  to  be  made 
by  all  concerned  to  bring  our  percentage  treated  as  near  as  possible 
\to  lOO^c
